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Re-organisation of Al-Azhar University 

is a new revolution

More than one thousand years 
ago, The Fatirai leader "Gawher 1 ' 
had built Al-Azhar Mosque. He had 
built it to be a place for worshipp- 
ing, but gradually, the Mosque has 
become, not only a place where 
prayers are performed, but alio a 
sehool where Muslims receive religi- 
ous educations. 

At present time, the government 
of revolution issued the law of the 
re-organisation of Al-Azhar univers- 
ity. The new law stipulates that 
besides the faculties for Islamic 
Studies, other faculties will also be 
established for Engineering, Industr- 
ies, Agriculture, Medicine and Admi- 
nistration. 

Moreover, the law maintains 
that AI-Azhar is the greatest Islamic 
authority, upholding Islamic heritage 
and its dissemination, and t'e grad- 
uation of highly educated men of 



Religion who participate in all fields 
of activity and production, besides 
being the cultural* tie that binds 
Arab, Islamic and foreign institutions. 
According to the articles of the law 
ArabicV will be the language of 
studies, other foreign languages will 
be taught compulsory and AI-Azhar 
will undeirske evenfthinsf related to 
higher education and research. 

Also, the law stats that the 
university degrees will be made 
equivalent to other United Arab 
Republic universities. The facultie's 
degree will be equivalent to B.A. the 
Specialisation degree will be equiv- 
alent to the M.A, , And the scholar 
degree in Islamic or Arabic Studies 
will be equivalent to Ph.

The sacred temple Is situated 
In the middle of Mecca.

Its ceiling 
is adorned with attractive ornaments 
and set up on three pillars made of 
aloes wood, every pillar is about a 
quarter meter and it is built of strong 
blue stones.

In the end, pilgrimage is not a 
compulsory duty, but one must be 
able to shoulder Its task at first and 
foremost. 

In fact, God is not in need of 
people. Mohamad is but a messenger, 
Messengers like ol whom had passed 
away before him. He whom does not 
believe and he uiio turns back does 
no hurt to Allah, and Allah will 
reward the Handful. 
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Mohamed does not call ihe people to 
do something quite different from what 
the prophets before him had called, 

God says "He hath ordained 
for you thai religion which he com- 
mended unto Nosh, and that which 
we inspire in three "Mohamed" and 
that which we commended unto 
Abraham and Moses and Jesus say- 
ing : Establish the religion, and be 
not divided therein. Dreadful for the 
idolaters is lhat unto which thou 
callest them, Allah chooseth for him- 
self when he will, and guideth unto 
himself who turneth (to reward him) 
(Surah the counsel V. 13). 

In another place God empha- 
sizes this case plainly. He says "And 
strive for Allah with the endeavour 
which is his right. He hath chosen 
you and hath not laid upon you in 
religion anv hardship, the faith of 
your father Abraham ( in yours ) . 
Hi hath named you Muslims of 
old time and in this (scripture) 
that the messenger may be a witness 
against you, and that ye may be 
witnesses against mankind. So esta- 
blish worship, pay the poor-due and 
hold fast to Allah. Ke is your prote- 
cting friend. A blessed Patron and 
a blessed Helper!" 

Pilgrimage is one of the clear 
proofs that Islam is the same religion 
of Abraham. The sanctuary that 
Abraham had built with the help 
of his son Ismael is held in high 
respect and estimate in Islam. 



To clarify thii point of view 
God says : ' Li ! the first sanctuary 
that was founded for mankind, was 
that in I3ecca- blessed and a guidance 
to human beings. 

In it are evident signs, even 
the standing place of Abraham, and 
he who entereth it is safe, And the 
pilgrimage to the temple is a service 
due to God from those who are able 
to journey thither. And as to him 
who believeth not, verily God con 
afford to dispense with ail creatures I " 
(Suiah, the family of Imran, verse, 97). 






If was said that the angles or 
Adam or his son shayth had built 
the Kaaba, but this is mare imagin- 
ation. It is a matter of fact that it 
had been erected up by the Prophet 
Abraham and his son Ismael * And 
when Abraham and Ismael were 
raising the foundations of the house.

Amongest their hollow lies they 
pretended that they followed the re- 
ligion of Abraham &«d simulated that 
it did not differ from their religion 
with the intention of preventing the 
people from adopting Islam and In- 
ducing them to Ltick to *he Jewish 
relun^n. 

God defies the jews once more 
and denlnres frankly in His glorious 
book that Islam doe» not differ from 
the old religion of Abraham, and 
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has forbidden the adornment :f God 
which He has brought fcrlh J or His 
aervants and the good provisions ? M 
(Veriei 31-32, Surah V.) 

These verses do not call man 
to ignore the actuality of life. The 
second verse does not deny the 
adornment, while the other asks one 
to attend to his adornment especially 
at the time of devotion. Islam wants 
man not to perfer the life o! the 
world on the other one. Qur'an says 
*Our God t give us (thy bounties) in 
this world f But they will hava no 
portion in the Hereafter. And there 
are man who say *Our God, give 
us good in this world and good in 
the Hereafter, and defend us from 
the torment of fire I" ( Surah 2. verses 
200-201.) 

To prefer world on the Here- 
after, means to prefer materialism 
on spiritualism which is the human 
values that can be conceived by the 
human mind and which one considers 
it the goal of his life. These values 
are justice, respecting relationship, 



and human brotherhood ... etc. Because 
the spiritual existence will last for 
ever, the religion calls it Hereafter 
And in the Hereafter, God will rew- 
ard one or punish him accordind to his 
deeds during his life in the world. 

Thus, Islam in its orientation of 
man, neither changes his nature, nor 
outweighs one side over the other. 
It wishes to creat an identety for 
the human being. That identety is 
dualistic, contradictious and positive, 
It may be subjected to materialism 
and perhaps controls it. That identety 
feels the tangible things, and thinks 
over the unseen ones, it may be 
influenced by the actual life and it 
may affects the sensational world 
and controls it. 

Equitably and justly. Islam 
deals with that identety in all aspects 
of life. And because Islam is the 
normal source of orientation, it is 
the religion of mankind. Therefore, 
the society which strives hard to 
achieve a batter life, should embrace 
Islam as its faith and system of life.

Surely, materialistic or actuality 
in 1 any orientation, gives the interest 
to man's life through H* actuality 
alone. Hence, it ii not more suitable 
to the human nature, than the ideal 
rationalism, which only considers the 
thinking and understanding, without 
giving the effects of actual existence 
upon man's life any consideration. 

From the above mentioned facts 
it can be concluded that, if there is 
a reasonable orientation, which heeds 
the contradiction of the human nature, 
and heeds also the influences of t u e 
actuality upon man s life, this orien- 
tation will be more suitable and 
comfortable for the human nature. It 
will lead the man and his society to 
the required goal to realize a better 
human standard. 

Islam is the natural origin of 
orientation . 

But, is Islam the origin of thkt 
reasonable orientation ? Does it call 
the Prophet to be connected with 
the actuality and 10 ex ant in ii in the 
lame tlm<* ? Surely, when Is : am cd!s 
one to believe in Goo, it guide* him 
to come nearer to actuality, and also 
to seek proofs, of the existence of 
God, in his actual life. Qur'an says : 



"He has created men from a 
sperm- drop; and behold this same 
(man) becomes un open disputer i 
And cattle He has created for you 
( men ) : From them you drive war- 
mth, and numerous benefits, and of 
their ( meat ) Ye eat. And Ye have 
a sense of pride and beau'y in them, 
as you drive them home in the eve- 
ning, and as you lead them forth to 
paAture in the morning. And they 
carry your heavy loeds to land* that 
you could not ( otherwise ) reach 
except with iou!s distressed ; For 
your God is indeed most kind, most 
merciful And ( He has created ) 
horses, Muies, and donkeys, for you 
to ride and use for show, And He 
haa created ( other ) things of which 
Ye have no knowledge. And unto 
God leads straight the way, but 
there are ways that turn aside : If 
God ^ad willed, He could have guided 
all of you, It is He who sends down 
rain from the sky ; From it Ye drink, 
and c-ut of it ( grows ) the vegetation 
on which Ye teed your cattle. With 
it He produces for you corn, olives, 
Date-palm?, grapes, and every kind 
oi" fruit : Verilv, in this is a sign for 
those who give tho f jr»ht. 

He ha*5 m -vie subject to you 
the N^ht and the Day; the Sim find 
the Moon; and the Stars are in sub- 
jection by His command : Verily in 
this are signs for men who are 
wise. And the things on this earth 
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do not exactly represent the princi- 
pies o! that orientation as it is sup- 
posed to be, especially when it is 
examined by an impartial mind. Ho- 
wever close the people reaction to 
these principles, it may be rejected 
by some of them, at least, in their 
interior feelings. They also cannot 
respond themselves with the princi- 
ples of this orientation. Hence, we 
cannot consider this orientation as a 
true representation for this society. 

Actually, the "deeds of the peo- 
ple of Al-Madinah " are not consi- 
dered in the view of the Shafie school 
as an islamic regulation*, although 
the Malakite school considered it as 
an islamic rules explained by the 
Prophet u peace may be upon him ". 
In this respect, Shafie said * 1 only 
accept the authentic and uttered 
Hadith". It is quite apparent, that 
the deeds of Al-Madina people — that 
Shafie considered it as an incomplete 
proof for the authentic Hadith - are 
of those who had been closely as- 
aociated with the Prophet and the 
time of revelation. They were the 
frist pioneers of Islam, and nearer to 
the islamic teachings than the others, 
therefore, we must put their tima 
and society in our consideration 
The Prophet Mohamad Said " The 
century in which 1 live is the best, 
then those who come after mine, then 
ihose who come after them ". 



According to these two main 
sources, we come to conclusion that, 
when the principles of any orienta- 
tion are compatible with the human 
nature in its formation, its develope- 
ment and also its entention ; it will 
be completely convenient, especially, 
in f uiding people and getting their 
interest. This will b© realized after 
purifying their minds of other sedi- 
ments so completely and replacing it 
with the new and the good. 

Confidently, the human nature 
can be discribed as a nature of ra- 
tional animalism and nature of spiri- 
tual materialism. It contains both 
dualistic and antagonistic. Moreover, 
it always inclines to have a conne- 
ction with the sensational world, 
although it has the direction to be 
separated from it. 

The human nature also has the 
ability to invistigate the actual exis- 
tence of life, and also it can be aff- 
ected by it. Being directed by a 
certain orientation and continuously 
affected by the actual existence, the 
human nature, or what so called the 
sensational world has been removed 
away from its normality, as if it is 
guided by another orientation to be 
higher than the actual existence, and 
to have the ability of testing this 
orientation. It will be, as far as it is 
away from the connection with the 
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enemy, so Jong as they are not aggr- 
essors. In this respect, Qur'ansays 
"And i! ihey inclined to peace, in- 
cline thou also to it and trust in 
God, surely He is the hearer, the 
knower". 

[ Surah the fighting, verse 61 ]. 

Moreover, Islam neither degrades 
the unbelievers, nor deprives them 
«ny of their rights. It treats them 
kindly and justly, so long as they are 
not tyrant or aggressors, Qur'an says 
"And Itt not hatred of a people 
incite you not to act equitably. Be 
just that is nearer to observance of 
duty, and keep your duty to God". ♦ 

[ Surah the Table, verse 8 ]. ( 

Islam differs from other ideolo- 
gies, which direct modern societies 
in thier attitude towards unbelievers, 
whether they are individuals or com- 
munities. These modern philosophical 
ideologies attempt to limit the scope 
of Islam and its effect, to a certain 
period, namely, the period of the 
prophet Mohamad "peace may be 
upon him", to a certain place which 
is the Arabian peninsula, and also t* 
a certain people that is the primi- 
tive erabian tribes. They also claim 
that Islam cannot contribute its share 
towards the development of the mo- 
dern human civilization, and also 
cannot keep what it already hava 
obtained through this civilization. 



Therefore, they presumes that, to be 
a Muslim is to remain at the pri- 
mitive stage or to cease the human 
progress to advance, and both the 
two, actually, are contrary to the hu- 
man ever changing nature. 

Surely, the criterion upon which 
the validity of Islam or the other 
modern ideologies, Such as Demo- 
cracy, capitalism and Socialism ; is 
the human standard which assure 
the main human characteristics. The 
more, the principles of Islam oi the 
modern ideologies, nearer to the hu- 
man standard, is Ihe more valid and 
suitable for human life. On the con- 
trary, the more deviate and away 
from it, is the more unsuit to the 
human nature and unfit to the desi- 
rable life which man yearns and 
eadeavours to attain through the 
stages of his life, from infancy to 
maturity. 

Undoubtedly, the above mention- 
ed standard is the goal af every one in 
his life, it is also the main purpose 
©f the orientation in the name of 
the Divine guidance or the name of 
enlightening by means of knowledge, 
knowledge that comes from tbe con- 
templation of the universe or from 
the activity of the human minds. 



As a matter of fact, when any 
human society is controlled by a 
certain orientation, its experiences 
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Actually, the party of the stoo- 
ges of colonialists was indebted, in 
several ways, to the other party 
tkat held tight and adhered to Islam. 
It was kept away from belonging 
to colonialism, it felt dignity and ho- 
nour because of maintainace and 
defence of their country against the 
colonialists, instead of gaining them 
because of serving the enemy. Now, 
it is the seventh year, lince the be- 
gining of the Algerian war against 
Irench colonialism. The only motive 
for going on this long struggle is 
their belief and religion. Thanks to 
old Algerians who cultivated isla- 
mic teachings into the minds of you- 
ngesters. The french colonialism, in 
order to destroy the algerian natio- 
nalism, forbade the young men of 
learning Arabic language and, atte- 
nding mosques. Moreover, prevtnted 
teaching glorious i?h-mic history, and 
at the same time, irench imperialists 
provided iheii ::-ehoois wi'h false- 
knowledges about Islam, while 
glorifying France and its civilization. 
Neverthless, the struggle broke out 
and continued, mainly because of 
the algerian 1 elief in God and 
Islam. Surely, it is the duty of all 
governments of the islamic states to 
revise their glorious histor* and that 
of their oponents for considering 
their turn, kno-.ving that ti.^e who 
had embraced the islamic valuta, 
facilitated their way to leadership 
•her gaining independence, and being 



sure that the exigence and power 
of their country is not In ignoring 
Islam and its teachings, hut in kee- 
ping the islrtmir, spiritr.al tnd intel- 
lectual heritage. 

Minimis conduct tloes_not rep- 
resent Islam ; 

However, it is not our will to 
justify the Muslim's present condition 
in any society, also not to pick up 
the islamic teachings from their rece- 
nt state as the the Orientalists mos- 
tly did. As a matter of fact, Muslim's 
conduct does not represent the isla- 
mic teachings completely, but the 
Qur'an end the prophetic traditions 
are the uvo fundamentals which rep- 
resent, fully, Islam and its teachings. 

Indeed, islam h the religion 
which deals with all societies, it 
controls the structure of individuals 
and families, the relasionship be'.ween 
person and another and also between 
Muslims and those who reject faith. 



The present policy of some of 
the great nations is to depreciate 
any citizen who d;cs not believe in 
their ideology, while ntl.er notions 
regard, as their enemies, eny nation 
does not follow their policy and car- 
ries it out. Hat Islam due to its 
universality, neither harms any society 
which opposes its ideology and its 
way of life, nor regards it as an 
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islam and its teaching, with some 
of islr/inic Mud'er writien bv the 
Europ^n Orientalists into their own 
languages. The aim of the^ studies- 
was to undermine the relations be- 
tween Muslims and their religion. 
In luch studies for example, «hey 
•ssumed that the Prophet Mohcmed 
"peaca may bs upon him" was of 
excessive lexual inclination, more 
than a person of devine message, 
because he married more than a 
wcman. Also, f-ey defamed Warn 
claiming that its spread was by 
•word not by complete conception. 
They tried to misinterpret the fund- 
amenta! principles of Warn, such as 
Al-Jehad in God's way, the Muslims 
unity and Divorce. They explained 
Al-Jeiad as an aggression and per- 
rained that the untiy t ,f Muslims* 
induce i-ioi v.Um and C-:.* <he rdstK.nt' 
better n Murli:--:- and ofhms. 

Moreover, they Raid that Divorce 
results in disintegration of family 
life. Mnslims do it tmy i-. have a 
chance to satisfy their sexual lusts- 
It is said also tha' Islam is the re- 
ligion of primitive people, hence, it 
does not suit the recent human 
civilisation. Bsiiu; fit for p- -.pie of the 
past, does not mean '.hat it is suitable 
for people of the present time. 

Those who have their culture 
In a western style, when they read 
these notions cannot refute or deny 
them, because what they know about 



Islam is limited by the outwore;" 
'' features of their Muslim citizens. 
Ur.fortum.friy, these features on the 
: hand of habits and customs, express 
! their stagnation, while on the hand 
of behaviour, they denote to their 
laziness and heedlessness of indulg- 
ing into a new progressive life. 

But mostly, those western cul- 
tured believe In the notions of the 
Orientalists, about Islam, its principles 
and Prophet, This may be why they 
strongly wish to turn the Islamic 
society, keeping religion's guidance 
away frem the society's affairs. They 
attempt to confine Islam to be limited 
in worship, to be a mere relation 
between man and God without any 
connection with other individuals or 
societies. 

Verily, t'.e belief of this group 
in Islam and Go*; — although wron- 
gly understood — caused disturbance 
to colonialists and drove them out 
of tae country. As a matter of fact, 
the present independent islamic socie- 
ties did not obtain their freedom as 
a result of the international organi- 
zation efforts, but their liberty was 
due !o the slrugggle of patriots in 
God 1 * way. Therefore, all the islamic 
nations enjoyed their liberty end 
freedom a? a result of AI-Jehnd, one 
of the important islamic principles 
which, wrongly, considered by the im- 
perialists as an aggressive extentxon. 
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When the colonialists evacuated 
the Islamic countries alter the natio- 
nal movements which delivered them 
from iti grip, and consequently, they 
obtained their political independence, 
the Islamic .societies started to 
observe the contemperary societies 
which have been progressed in the 
industerial and scientific researches 
and they are trying to develop their 
national economical standard every- 
where. 

As a result of these efforts, the 
economical standard and the indivi- 
dual income increased. However, it is 
necessary also that these societies 
should look fer the reasons and 
factors of its weakness and backwa- 
rdness in the past, to eliminate it 
out completely. 

But where these reasons and 
factors are ? Are they in being far 
from Islam and its principles as 
mentioned in Qur'an and prophetic 
traditions ? Or are they realized in 
the adherents of Islam, those who 
are following its principles and carry- 
nig out its teachings ? 



A sort of colonialism was 
evacuated, but another one wis 
attempting to enter in the same time. 
The frist one, which faced the natio- 
nal independence movements, succe- 
eded in deviding the society into 
two parties. Colonialists prepared 
the frist party to help them in the 
interior governmental affairs. Natura- 
lly it was nearer to their aim and 
intention, but far away from Islam 
and its principles.

The other party, embraced the 
Islamic values and principles, there- 
for, the colonialism weakened and 
humiliated it. The Islamic principles 
and values, after this separation, 
became a matter of controversy 
between these two parties, especia- 
lly when one of them accepted ^the 
Islamic teachings ond proceeded with 
moulding the life according to it. 
Meanwhile, the other party developed 
on aversion to the other's ideas and 
tried to displace Islam completely, 
particularly from being a way ©f life. 

During the period of occupation, 
colonialists used to supply their 
party, who was heeping away from 
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at all times and places. For the cell 
to be always successful, it must be 
properly owned both materially and 
spiritually. All these forces were 
provided by both the call and the 
personality o! the greatest emigant 
" Mohamad peace be upon him ". 

As a mtter of fact, present dey 
emigration, is an image of emigration 
in olden times, when the believers 
had conquered the infidles and scored 
a great Victory over them. Nowadays, 
Muslims exchange visits and their 
leaders are doing their utmost to 
serve their best interests.

When He 
found that it was defficult to plant 
his new principles in the land of 
Mecca, the prophet made his way to 
the rood land r.-f Medina where He 
preached his na *? Religion and sowed 
its £^od seedr, following in this matter 
the saving of God " From the land 
that h clean anJ good, by the will 
of its charisher, springs up produce, 
(rich) after its kind: Cut From the 
land thru is bad, springs up nothing 
But, ihat which is niggardly M . 

Tha c?iH of Ish-m is a universal 
one, It is for eil peoples he those, in 
Mecca or in Medina, in the Eest or 
in fn-3 WtsK It is a call for all places 
and iimp,j ns well. Therefore it if the 
duty of true Muslims to preach this 
faith and build it up on a basis of 



g?rd society which accepts and per- 
forms its duties according to islamic 
instructions, right principles and beit 
conduct. 

The memory of the emigration 
its causes and results, must bring to 
the mind of true believers a sense 
of the greatness of the principles of 
Islam, lead them along the right way 
which humanity at large must follow 
at critical periods of its history and 
guide them to solve their problems 
in peace.

O Muslims, how I wish to reco- 
mmend you to liberate your hearts 
from sins and to glorify no one besi- 
des God. This will lead the tyrants 
und the aggressors to fear you and 
respect jou as well. I advise you to 
fre*> vcur character from bad habits 
and bagful customs to ^in the hearts 
of all mankind, I advise you to libe- 
rate your souls from despair and t;> 
live your life in peace and brother- 
jinesF. I also advise you to preach 
your Religion all the world over 
with keenness and islamic enthusiasm. 
Many a wrong call had succeeded 
throurh international trickery and per- 
aistenca its falsehood. For examplel 
tiie imperialists depended on such 
persistence in preaching their tyran- 
nical principles, and their efforts unfo- 
rtunately met with success, but a 
wrong call cannot remain successfu, 
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those wV,o die in *1n sgiinst liifir 
•ouli, they say "in what ( plight ) 
where ye V" They reply : "weak and 
oppressed weic we in iheeni.h" 
They say : " was not the earth of 
God specious enough for you to 
move your selves away (from evil)? 
Sucb men will find their abode in 
Hell — what an evil ref'.ige?". (Surah, 
the Women, section 14. verse 97). 

As a matter of fact, emigration 
leads to solidarity which is the cause 
Of success and victory of nations. The 
emigrants of Mecca had mobilized 
themselves and formed with the 
inhabitants cf Medina the great force 
which conquered idol- worshipper/ 
■tamped out their kingdom and estab- 
lished Right on solid foundations. 
Verily, the Prophets emigration was 
a victory besvjwcd on b;th she 
Prophet and his fairLiul followers by 
God. The Quran states in this cont- 
ext *'lf you help not ( your leader ) 
(it is no matter): For God did ind- 
tad help him, when the unbelievers 
drove Mm out : He had no more than 
one companion :They were two — in 
the cave — and He said to his 
companion "Have mi fear, for God 
is with us". 

This was indeed a great trium- 
ph and good support for the Prophet 
— peace be ipon Him — and all

vertuts, belief in God and free^m, 
right, justice security and pence. It 
tenches them how to struggle again- 
st evil, aggression, idolatry and sla- 
very. 

Emigration had changed peoples' 
tendencies and inclinations, It turned 
them from the way of evil and 
misery to the path of good and 
happiness. Emigration resulted in 
heathens sitting aside the worship 
of their idols, believing fceartly in 
their Creator, asking only their God's 
help, seeking salvation from their 
plight, substituting Right for wrong, 
light for darkness, freedom for expl- 
oitation and slavery, strength for 
weakness and prosperity for poverty. 
It hvj laid the foundations for a 
happy life and guided peoples to 
permanent security and peace. 

One who preaches Lew princi- 
ples usually faces difficulties and 
obstacles, especially if his Call has 
any relation with religion, faith or 
morality. Tins is because humaa souls 
would resist any change* Peoples 
usually are devoted to what they 
inherit from their predecessors whe- 
ther it be faiths, habits or traditions. 
So was the Call for Islam. Prophet 
Mohamad — peace be upon him — 
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Muslims, pence be upon you. 

The emigration from Mecca to 

Madina by Prophet Mohamad and 

hit faithful friends, is one of the most 

outstanding eveats in Muslim annals. 

It was an effective factor in the 

spread of the Religion, the Victory 

of Right and the defeat of the 
wrong. 

The emigration brought the 
•migrants close to other peoples 
with whom they concluded consequ- 
ent upon these contacts and agree* 
ments, emigrants developped into 
an independent nation and issued 
local laws to regulate and control 
relations with its neighbours. These 
laws constituted strong foundations' 
for the structure of a super sociaty, 
they also helped towards the regula- 
tion ol emigrant*, dealings on a bas- 
it of justice, equality and peace with 
their new neighbours. 



The Prophet's emigration was 
both spiritual and corporeal. Moham- 
ad with a group of devoted follow- 
ers had left their Motherland and 
abandoned their families and prope* 
rties for the sake ol the Religion 
with their hearts and souls full of 
unshakeable faith and profound belief 
in it. They were confident that God 
would not accept the emigration 
merely of the body, but required 
also the emigration of the sou!. 

The Qur'an glorified emigration 
as a religicus rite, as well as one of 
the duties of every Muslim who can 
afford it if circumstances would 
justify emigrating. The Qur'an further 
stated that a wronged Muslim who 
has the ability to emigrate, but would 
not do it, is considered — in the 
sight of God — as one who has 
abandoned the prayer. 

In this respect the Qur'an says: 
"When angels take the souls of

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hii frist khaliph ( Abu Bakr), then to 
Omer's finger afterwards. The ring 
was put in the finger of Othman who 
was very careful to keep it, and who 
did his utmost in doing so untill he 
went, one day, to the weil of Arice, 
so as to revive the memory of the 
prophet by visiting the well and 
sitting in its shed, the matter to 
which Othman as well as Omer and 
Abu Bakr was accustomed since they 
had gathered together with the 
prophet in this very shed. 

On this day, Othman took the 
ring off his finger and began to move 
it between his fingers, but unfortu- 
nately it fill into the water. Then 
Othman and the people strived hard 
searching for the ring through the 
water but in vain. Othman was very 
lorry to lost the ring of the prophet 
*nd it occured to his mind that the 
lost ring was both a supporting force 
and guiding light. When Othman 
lost the ring, he did not despair of 
God's aid, but he doubted himself to 
be so efficient as the two khaliphs 
before him ; Omer the hero of the 
shed and Abu Bakr the hero of 
Apostasy. Consequently, he authori- 
zed some of his relations to rule 
over the people in his name. Those 
authorized agences, ruled the people 
according to their passion and were 
subjected in their ruling to favouri- 
tism and sectarianism, the matter 



which extended \he disorder and 
dissintion and led at last to the att- 
rocious assasination of Othman on 
the hands of the rioters. 

The above mentioned indica- 
tions which are the symbols of the 
language of Distiny were written on 
both the face of Othman and on the 
pages of his history. Symbols that 
were interpreted by the successive 
happenings one after the other. These 
happenings were as a whole a group 
of sufferings met by Qthman who 
financed and supported the army of 
Usrah " difficulty ",

The genuine predications of the 
prophet concerning Othman and his 



fate, were items of revelation that 
show genuineness of the great 
leader who was chosen by God to 
deliver his noble Call. Through this 
genuineness, the prophet was able to 
choose this refind group of emmig- 
rants in which hearts, the prophet 
sowed the seeds of piety, to which 
hands he delivered the torch of 
struggle and on which shoulders, he 
put the responsibility. Then the 
prophet left the world, left it sured of 
his follower's capacity, looking with 
satisfaction at them building mosques 
and expanding Islam on both Roman 
and Persian Impires. 
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the people of Paradise, and that he 
will also suiter certain misfortunes" 
said the Prophet that was chosen by 
God to deliver his mission and to 
recieve his revelation. When Aba 
Mousa told Othman this bad news and 
congratulated him for ihe good tidi- 
ngs, Othman the martyr entered, but 
he did not find a place for him on 
the bench, then he sat down facing 
them on the other side of the well. 

It was the will of God that the 
five persons who have greatly influ- 
enced both the life of Arabism and 
the history of mankind, to be gothe- 
red together on the board of this 
well abounding in life among these 
arid sands and deaf stones. Those 
live persons were : The God's Prophet 
who had led through God's light, all 
tha errant mankind to the most 
straight way and to the n- blest end. 
The second was the two Khaliphs of 
the Prophet (Abu Bakr and Omer ) 
who have proceeded with the Call 
after him, made up the preaches, 
•trengthened the weakness during 
the year of Apostasy and extended 
the light oi Islam beyond the Arab- 
ian beninsula. The third was the 
Khaiiph thr,uga w'-Ln the Pro'.i'.iel't 
prediction cams true and a ho suite- 
red the piedicied misfortune that 
caused the dimension and disrupt 
of the Muslim nations. The Inst one 
was the Judge of the arbitration who 
was taken in by Amr son of 



] A! -Aai-s to issue the Judgement that 

I frnc'icng'ized the uni-ed nation into 

two different nations and that made 

of the one compact religion seventy 

two conflicting sects. 

But the well of Arice has cer- 
tain other indications in the life of 
the third khaiiph. These indication! 
are as follow : The sitting of the 
Prophet and the two Omers ( Omer 
Ben Al-khattah and Abu Bakr) beside 
each other on one Side of the well, 
and the sitting of Othrnan alone on 
the opposite one, was interpreted by 
saied Ben Al-Mosaiab as a sign that 
the Prophet and the two omers will 
be tombed together in Aaisha's room, 
and thai Othman will be tombed 
dene in another pine*. 

' "The Prophet's prediction of 
Oihman'e misfortune, was a grieve 
that fill Othman's heart now and 
then, but Othrnan used to relieve 
himself from this grieve by meani 
of his: staunch believe in God, his 
firm believe in Disiiny assigned by 
God, and his strong will to sacrifice 
his soul and money in the cause of 
God. The latest one of these indica- 
tions was the fail of the Prophet's 
rihj in the well of Arice. The stjry 
i>.f this ring was that \hv prophet used 
to put a silver ring in his finger th- 
rough the latest period of his life. 
Alter the death of the prophet, the 
| ring found its way to the finger of 
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Abu Mousa traced the prophet's foo- 
tsteps, un'ii! he readied the well of 
Arice. Then he entered its shed and 
found the Prophet sitting down on a 
bench built around the well. No sooner 
had he saluted the Prophet, than he 
was taken by the power of the 
prophet's majesty and solemnity, that 
he said to himself " I shall be the 
Prophet's doorkeeper today ", 

A while after, a knock at the 
door was heard. "Who is knocking 
at the door" said the pious doorkee- 
per : 'This is I." Answered Abu Bakr 
"This is Abu Bakr asking permit! ;n 
said Abu Mousa to the Prophet". 
At this moment, the Prophet was 
considering the numerous hardships \ 
that has befallen him, his people, and 
his companions for the sake of the 
Call. Hd was also remembering the 
emmigranis' sincerity, their keeping 
of pledges and sufferings of expatri- 
ation, poverty and harm for the sake of 
God's pleasure. Then the Piophet was 
filled with admiration and contents. 
So when He heard Abu Mousa 
mentioning the name of his frk-nd 
at home, and his companion in the 
cave of Hiraa, he said to Abu Mousa 
"let him enter, and tel! him thai he 
will be one of the people ci 
Paradise.'' 



When Abu Mousa allowed Abu 
Bakr to enter and informed him of 
the good tiding*, he entered and sat 



down beside the Prophet on the 
bench. Abu Mousa returned once apmr: 
to the door, expecting his brother to 
c-.me, because he let him complying 
his ablution, with the intention of 
joining him at the Prophet's presence, 
while he was coming to the Prop: et.' 
But Abu Mousa said to himself ; "if my 
brother comes at this moment, he shall 
have share of thii prophetic good- 
ness that would benefit him in the 
Hereafter. But this goodness was the 
share of Omer who was at that 
instance knocking at the door. '* Who 
is it T *aid Abu Mousa in a hast 
and eagerness. " It is I." sa id Omer. 
"Wait a little" said Abu Mousa and 
he went to the Prophet to take the 
permission." let him enter and tell 
him that he will be one of the people 
of ParadiKe". Then Omer entered and 
sat down beside the Prophet and 
Abu Bakr on ihe bench. Abu Mousa 
returned again to the door, listening 
from behind it to any movement, 
hoping that il may be hi* brother 
footsteps. After a short time the 
door was knocked at. The matter 
which ma:!e Abu Motisa's heart beat 
lappidiy and made the hope shown 
on hir, fece. "Who is coming V" said 
Abu Mousa. "This is I" answered 
Otl.man son of Affcn. Then Abu 
Mousa at-ked him to wait, and went 
to the Prophet to take permission for 
the new commer. "Let him enter 
and tell him that he will be one of 
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On one splended morning of the 
spring in the lunar month of Rabia 
Al-Awal, and along the quiet way 
«f the sacred city Tiba ( Yathib ) , 
The Prophet " peace be upon him " 
went out searching for calmness and 
contemplation. The Prophet who was 
accustomed to loneliness in the dese- 
rted cave of the mountain of light 
(Gabal Al-Nnaor ), was still pre- 
fering tha lonelinss as he was fond 
of thinking and contemplating, as 
means of approach to God. So he 
directed himself to the west of 
Yathreb, towards the mosque of 
Qubaa. He went alone besides the 
walls in good humour and with 
thankful spirit, wached by all and 
•ndoared in every heart, till he rea- 
ched the well of Arice. 

This spacious and pure well 
wa s protected against the sun by 
a shed of palm trees branches. That 
shed had had a door and was surr- 
ounded by gardens and fields every- 
where. The Prophet entered the shed 
as he was accustomed to do so every 



monday, so as to practise his solititu- 
de. After he had performed his ablu- 
tion, the prophet sat down on a bench 
built on the edge of the well and 
indulged in silent devotion, clear of 
every sign of worldly affairs. Such 
spiritual prophetic worship, that app- 
roaches the Prophet to his God, 
links earth with heaven, legislation 
with reality and the finite with the 
infinite, is not to be concaived, nei- 
ther by the minor human mind, nor 
through the defective earthly expla- 
nation. The worship of Mohamad at 
the well of Arice was aiming, like 
his worship at the cave Hiraa, at 
seeking the aid and support of God 
through inspiring contemplation on 
God's wisdom and power. 

On that particular day, Abu 
Mousa Al-Ashari got up from his 
bed aiming to accompany the Prophet 
all the day. He looked for him in the 
mosque hut did not find him, then 
he enquired about his place and 
was told that he has just led his 
way to the distrect of Qubaa, so.
